College  Provides 
Insurance  Program 

As  a  special  service  to  the 
students.  Northwest  Missouri 
State  College,  is  offering  a 
new  health  insurance  program. 

This  low-cost  group  accident 
and  sickness  plan  is  valid  dur¬ 
ing  vacations  as  well  as 
throughout  the  enlire  school 
year.  The  policyholder  and  his 
dependents  are  covered  at 
school  or  while  traveling. 

When  an  insured  student  or 
dependent  requires  medical 
services  because  of  an  acci¬ 
dent,  the  insuring  company 
W'ill  pay  the  actual  cost  incur¬ 
red  w’ithin  26  W’eeks  from  the 
date  of  the  accident  or  up  to 
?500  for  each  accident. 

If  medical  services  are  re¬ 
quired  because  of  sickness, 
payment  is  allocated  for  hos¬ 
pital  room  and  board  for  a 
maximum  of  30  days.  X-rays, 
drags,  other  miscellaneous 
hospital  expenses,  surgeon’s 
and  ambulance  fees. 

Coverage  for  one  year  is 
only  $13.50.  Each  student  is 
urged  to  examine  the  benefits 
of  this  program.

Viet  Nam  Seminar

cd  certain  animosities.  (3) 
Governmental  experience 
is  lacking.  He  said  that  the 
war  in  Viet  Nam  is  “not 
simply  a  military  struggle, 
but  a  struggle  for  men’s 
minds.” 

Dr.  Robert  BUckhout,  assist¬ 
ant  professor  of  psychology, 
Washington  University,  St. 
Louis,  gave  adverse  criticism 
of  U.  S.  government  policy  in 
Viet  Nam. 

“U.  S.  foreign  policy  has 
been  a  series  of  blunders  since 
World  War  II,”  he  said. 
“Brinksmanship  has  changed 
to  blundermanship.  ...  I  see 
very  little  consistency  in  U.  S. 
policy  in  the  past  few  years.” 

Dr.  Buckhout  believes 
that  concerned  citizens 
must  step  out  .  .  .  and 
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challenge  fellow  Ameri¬ 
cans.  He  believes  that  the 
voice  of  the  people  should 
get  involved  in  foreign  pol¬ 
icy  making. 

“Decisions  do  not  indicate  a 
bad  intent  of  policy  makers,” 
he  said,  “but  people  in  high 
places  are  capable  of  good  old 
fashioned  American  stupidity.” 

He  admitted  that  the  United 
States  would  lose  face  if  it 
leaves  Viet  Nam  but  proposed 


definite  steps:  (1)  Make  an 
immediate  cease-fire;  (2)  Deal 
with  the  North;  (3)  Take  steps 
to  get  to  know  China  and  North 
Viet  Nam;  (4)  Stop  “snowing” 
the  American  people;  (5)  Stop 
bombing  North  Viet  Nam.
